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At  Ridgedale,  what's  the  biggest  social  event  of  the  year?  If  you  are  a  junior  or  a  senior, 
the  answer  to  that  question  is  simple.  The  Junior -Senior  Prom. 

It  has  been  the  tradition  for  many  years  in  our  school  district  to  have  a  gala  event  in 
honor  of  the  seniors  in  the  spring  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  juniors  have  the  big 
responsibility  of  planning  the  whole  affair.  The  organization  of  the  Prom  begins  early  in  the 
year  while  most  of  us  are  thinking  about  football  and  hot  chocolate.  *  It  is  at  this  time  that 
the  poor  juniors  are  working  their  fingers  to  the  bone  in  an  effort  to  make  money  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  financing  "the  big  event."  Control  of  the  concession  stands  during  both  football  sea¬ 
son  and  basketball  season  represents  the  biggest  source  of  income  but,  since  this  isn't  enough 
to  cover  the  complete  costs,  other  projects  must  help  "fill  the  bill.  "  Car  washes  are  a  hit 
on  the  "other  projects"  list,  both  with  the  juniors  and  their  customers.  All  in  all.  Prom  costs 
average  about  $700.  It  is  easy  now  to  understand  why  plans  must  be  made  months  in  advance. 

This  year  the  Prom  took  place  on  May  16,  1964.  Long  hours  of  work  spent  on  decora¬ 
tions  were  well  worthwhile  as  a  vast  and  somewhat  plain  basketball  gym  was  transformed 
into  a  beautiful  "Oriental  Paradise.  "  The  background  was  a  flowing  blue  that  rippled  in  soft 
waves  when  a  breeze  touched  it  and  from  a  lowered  ceiling  of  similar  material  were  suspended 
colorfully  decorated  oriental  lanterns.  A  white,  flowered  bridge  which  led  to  a  refreshing 
green  garden  paralleled  the  entrance -way.  Several  white -iron  lawn  chairs  were  located 
beneath  oriental  trees.  Along  with  a  ricksha  situated  in  the  center  of  the  floor,  a  Japanese 
pagoda  and  a  fiery  dragon  made  entirely  of  colored  crepe  paper  added  a  Far  East  flavor  to 
the  scene.  The  Collegiates  from  O.S.U.,  seated  in  an  oriental  fishing  boat,  provided  the 
musical  atmosphere  and  the  meal  was  presented  in  smorgasbord  fashion.  Dancing  and  the 
movie,  BATTLE  HYMN,  provided  the  entertainment  for  the  evening. 

A  breakfast  designating  the  end  of  a  glorious  event  was  served  in  the  early  morning  and 
from  there  many  sleepy  juniors  and  seniors  returned  home  having  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
1964  Junior-Senior  Prom.

A  moment  in  time  - -fleeting  quicksilver  which  never  can  be  recaptured  and  assembled  to 
precise  second  or  hour  one  wishes  to  relive.  Mnay  years  hence  some  70  young  men  and 
women  who  Thursday  night  were  robed  in  blue  and  white  and  who  proudly  wore  their  stately 
mortar  boards  may  wish  to  relive  the  evening  when  they  were  awarded  their  high  school 
diplomas . 

They  may  wish  to  recount  one  of  the  most  important  hours  in  their  lives;  to  relive  the 
inner  glow  of  satisfaction  and  achievement  and  recall  the  congratulations  from  parents  and 
well-wishers;  to  again  gaily  chat  about  common  experiences  and  goals  with  their  classmates; 
to  imbibe  of  the  newly  acquired  zeal  of  life  and  think  of  the  promises  the  future  holds. 

Only  a  few  of  the  actions  and  words  probably  will  remain  with  members  of  the  Ridgedale 
High  School  class  of  1964,  for  their  excitement  was  so  great  that  they  were  unable  to  detach 
themselves  from  their  whirling  thoughts  long  enough  to  savor  every  one  of  the  60  minutes  of 
the  ceremony. 

Oh,  yes,  they  will  remember  that  Sue  Hill  was  the  salutatorian  and  spoke  to  the  large 
crowd  about  responsibilities  in  life.  And  they  will  recall  that  Sandra  Waters  was  the  valedic¬ 
torian  and  reviewed  some  of  the  physical  and  mental  changes  of  the  70  students  since  they 
started  school  12  years  ago.  She  recalled  that  they  were  the  first  8th  grade  class  at  Ridge¬ 
dale  . 

They  may  remember  some  of  the  points  made  by  the  speaker.  State  Senator  Tennyson 
Guyer.  For  instance  he  said,  "We're  asking  you  young  people  to  go  out  in  the  world  we're 
scared  to  death  to  live  in.  " 

They  will  remember  that  his  short  talk  was  generously  laced  with  anecdotes  and  humor¬ 
ous  experiences  of  life.  He  certainly  didn't  bore  them  with  advice;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
negative  approach  was  the  substance  of  his  speech: 

"Do  not  confuse  speed  with  progress." 

"Do  not  confuse  medicine  with  good  health.  " 

"Do  not  judge  people  by  their  creed,  only  their  character." 

"Do  not  confuse  knowledge  with  wisdom." 

Some  may  not  remember  that  Frederick  Goare,  Ridgedale  executive  head,  in  presenting 
the  class  to  Donald  Williams,  president  of  the  Board  of  Education,  remarked  that  "the  class 
of  1964  had  more  leadership,  more  self  assurance,  and  more  ability  than  any  class  in  my 
memory  of  recent  years.  " 

And  then  the  big  moment- -being  handed  the  diploma,  shaking  hands  with  Mr.  Williams 
and  walking  out  to  the  end  of  the  stage  and  in  the  process  swinging  the  tassel  from  the  right 
to  the  left  side  of  the  mortar  board,  all  the  while  feeling  a  little  bit  taller  in  those  new  shoes. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Elder  Daily  Hite  and  the  concert  band  began  to  play 
the  recessional  and  the  70  proud  graduates  filed  out  of  the  gymnasium.  And  that  was  it --that' 
all  there  was  to  it.  The  impressive  ceremony  was  over. 

But  with  the  finale  of  a  high  school  career,  a  certain  sadness  is  remembered--the 
remembrance  that  circumstances  never  again  will  be  as  they  were.  Never  again  will  all  the 
class  be  assembled  together  at  one  particular  time;  nor  will  all  the  faculty  be  the  same  as 
it  was  in  the  1963-64  school  year  and  never  again  will  the  experiences  of  that  year  be  as  fresh 
and  exciting  as  they  were  then.
